Hon. Wm. G. Ritch, for many 
years Secretary of New Mexico, 
and now engaged in cattle raising 
in the San Andreas mountains, in 
this territory, writes to ex-Chief 
Justice Axtell as follows: “My in- 
terest in your welfare induces me 
to write to you. As a profitable 
investment I have not the slightest 
doubt that the raising of beef cat- 
tle in New Mexico is ahead of all 
others. I will give you a few facts 
to illustrate the ground of my 
faith. The hard winters of the 
North, and the consequent great 
destruction of cattle, together with 
the marketing of large herds of 
young, -undeveloped steers, - will 
leave but few beef cattle to be sent 
‘to eastern markets from the north- 
west last year. The source of sup- 
ply only changes, and must for the 
reason stated change from the 
northwest to the southwest. 

“Again, affairs have greatly 
changed in Texas. There agricul- 
ture encroaches upon the cattle 
ranges; unlimited free ranges are 
entirely of the past. Texas will 
seon cease to be the great breeding 
grounds. All this, without going 
into detail, points to our mesas 
‘and hills as the most promising 
cattle ranges, and cattle raising as 
the most profitable investment.

petency of the management. Offi- 
cials holding high positions he al- 
leges have been placed there through 
favor and not on account of experi- 
ence or ability. 

The informant says that C. P. 
Huntington and Charles Crocker 
are thoroughly investigating these 
charges and that there will be a 


wholesale firing out of the present 
force of officials before many weeks, 
and that Manager Towne's head 
ro9-r4 drop off when the pruning ax 
alia. | 
Railroad companies controlling 
the lines f-om New York to Uhicago 
—over which five times the number 
of.trains are moved daily and fifty 
times the volume of business trans- 
acted above that on the Southern 
Pacific system—make the run of a 
thousand miles. promptly on eched- 
ule time, running at dvouble the 
speed per hour of that of the ex- 
press trains on any of the lines under 
the Southern Pacific system man- 
agement. 

The distance between San Fran- 
cisco and Reno by the Port Costa 
route is only about 230 miles. The 
card time is fifteen bours—about 
sixteen miles per hour. Notwith- 
standing the slow time, the eas- 
bound overland express is daily 
from three to five bours behind in 
arriving at Reno—and has not 
reached that point a score of times 
iu the past twelve months on sched- 
ule time. 

The unsubsidized press through- 
out the Pacific slope are p:otestinz 
against the gross mismanagement 
of the Southern Pacific officials in 
the movement of trains, and the 
proposed firing out of incompetent 
officials will weet with unanimous 
public approval. 

There is not a merchant in Storey

Mow to Get a View of Comet No. I 
of 1888. 

EDITOR GAZETTE: I observed the 
comet thie morning at 3;30 o’clock 
in tbe eastern sky, and thinking it 
might be of interest to some of your 
readers who migkt wish to look for 
it, I make this mention of my ob- 
servations.

The Leogomarsine Bridge Pur- 
chased—Small Boys Warned, 


The Commissioners, in a special

Tt is per aps nothing more than a coin” 
cident, but the coincident is a hap co A 
thut the two most powerful Repu 
statesmen in France are married to 
American women. Waddington was 
married to an American woman in Eng- 
land, and Clemenceau was married to a 
Yankee girl on her native heath. Wad- 
dington is the son of English parents but 
a native of krance, and a thorough 
Frenchman in taste and instincts. 

Clemenceau, when he was exiled from 
his country in the time of the little Na- 
poleon, settled fora while in the United 
States and taught schooi in Connecticut. 

There was a bevy of marriageable 
young girls in his set and all were en- 

to wed but one. He persuaded 
the one to sii oe him, and the last en- 
gaged was the first to be married. Cle- 
menceau hastened home at the breaking 
out of the l'ranco-Prussian war; fought 
for hiscouniry, and when peace came 
he took an active part in politics. He is 
called an extreme Radical in lrance, but 
in this country he would pass for a Con- 
servative. He is atlorouzh Republican 
and is ambitious to plant the main stems 
of the United States Constitution in 
France, 

Mrs. Clemenceau isthe head of the 
house, and has the pleasure of knowing 
that her husband is one of the most do- 
mestic and best regulated men morally 
in French publie life. 7

HOW A DIME IS COINED. . 
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An Interesting Process that the Pablic 
Kuows Little About. 


Just at present there is a lively de- 
mand all over the country for silver 
dimes, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of them are beingshipped to New 
York, Chicayo, Cincinnati, St. Louis and 
other Eastern cities. Two of the money 
presses are, an:l have been for some time, 
runniug exclusively on this coin. The 
demand is so great that these machines 
are not even stopped on Sundays, and 
will be run on that day through the 
present month. 

The process of dime-making is an in- 
teresting one. The silver builion is first 
melted and run into two-pound bars. 
These in turn are run through immense 
rolicrs and flattened out to the thickness 
of the coin. ‘lhese silver strips are then 
passed through a machine, which cuts 
them into the i Be size for the presses, 
the strips first having been treated with 
a kind of tallow to prevent their being 
scratched in their passage through the 
cutters. The silver pieces are then put 
into the feeder of the printing presses, 
and are fed tothe die by auto:natic ma- 
chinery at the rate of 100 per minute, 
48,000 dimes being turned out in a regu- 
lar working day of eight hours. As the 
smooth pieces are pressed between the 
ponderous Papas dies they receive the 
lettered and figured impression in a man- 
ner similar to that of a paper pressed 
upon a form of type; at the same time 
the piece is expanded in aslight degree, 
and the small corrugations are cut into 
its rim. The machine drops the com- 

leted coin into a receiver, and itis ready 
or the counter'’s hanis,
